ECONOMIES =SSENTIAL

TEL AVIV. — Stringent water 
discipline and stiff penalties 
against consumers who exceed 
their quotas were predicted yes- 
terday by Mr. Menahem Kantor, 
the Water Commissiozer. 

He told a press conference at 
Beit Sokolow here yesterday. 

These steps became necessary be- 
cause of the skimpy rainfall in the 
Lake Kinneret area. The Lake is 
already 300 million cubic metres 
short of the optimal quantity need- 
ed to see farmers over the summer, 
he sald. The Jordan River has 
shtunk, and the flow of water 
during the month of January drop- 
ped to the lowest figure ever re- 
corded, 21.5m. cuble metres, com- 
pared to a record flow during Jan- 
uary 1969 of 252.5m. cubic metres. 

Mr. Kantor said that it had been 
decided not to lower the water 
quotas to farmers at present “But 
if the situation grows worse, we 
Tay have to do so later.” 

Mr. Kantor was optimistic that 
with the aid of a stringent weter 
discipline ‘“‘we will be able to finish 
out the year without having to 
cut water quotas. The truth is that 
the farmers have had their quotas 
cut de facto. The frost and lack 


of rain have made their lands 
“thirstier.” They wili not be able 
to manage with their present quo- 
tas, so they will have to cut their 
cultivated areas. 

It was also reveaied that the 
price of water will go ap .3pril 1. 
The rise will amour: to about 
15 per cent for furmers 22d about 
20 per cent for urban consumers. 
Fines will also be raised for ex- 
ceeding quotas. The charge for ex- 
cessive consumption will be double 
the normal price. 

According to a research study 
made by Tahal, Israe! idealiy should 
have water reserves amounting to 
three times annual consumption 
ibetween 400 to 500m. cu.m.}. In 
fact, Mr. Kantor said, “reserves 
come to abeut 2 half to two-thirds 
of consumption. This is a fact ond 
we will have to live with it We 
just do not have reserves.” 

Mr. Kantor claimed that ctties 
waste large quantities of water. 
“{ don’t want to name them, but 
there are citles, ig cities, that 
waste 40 per cent of their consump- 
tion In leaks. If, for imstaace, Tel 
Aviv were to decide to change all 
its leaking mals, the police would 
net allow it. The streets that 
would have to be opened up would 
stop traffic.”

Husak says Czechoslovakia 


wants better ties with West 


PRAGUE (AP). — Gustay Husak 
told his Communist Party central 
committee plenum yesterday Czecho- 
slovakia wants better relations with 
8 number of Western countries in 
pursuit of a more realistic foreign 
policy.

Everybody’s problem 

The _paradoxical result of these de- 
velopments is that in' conditions of 
free t¥ade, and of expanding world 
economy, America may find its im- 
ports rising — in response to growth 
of home income faster than 
its exports rise — in response to 
an equal growth of income abroad. 
At a very long range these opposite 
trends may flatten off, but not be- 
fore they have had considerable 
impact on the American economy, 
in particular as it is now import- 
ing many sophisticated industrial 
products — such eas textiles, steel, 
television sets, cars — produced in 
relatively low-wage countries which 
have acquired advanced technology. 


The problem is in no way con- 
fined to the U.S. The BEC. or Ja- 
pan (not to mention the Communist 
Bloc) are no more ready to rely 
upon genuine free trade.

Constant adjustments 


Twenty years ago economic 
growth wus still achieved by letting 
price and wage levels stimulate 
trade and production, and by main- 
taining exchange rates of national 
currencies at levels considered the 
best for that purpose. Today we 
must face the fact that exchange 
rates may fail to work unless sup- 
ported by appropriate state policies 
and trade unions behaviour. 

“The problem in money and trade 
is no longer to fix Jevels at all, but 
to devise systems which allow par- 
tHes and trade barriers to adjust,” 
“The Bconomist” recently wrote. In 
the ‘fifties such a statement would 
have been considered senseless. To- 
day tt is part and parcel of prac- 
tical politics. The trade war be- 
tween the U.S. and Japan has as- 
sumed the astonishing form of try- 
ing to free the Japanese to expand 
their care for own housing, welfare 
and fight against pollution.

aside because the commodities trade 
is pow less potent than the ister- 
national capital flows which are 
propelled by considerations beyond 
those relating to currencles’ pur~- 
Chasing power or even to interest 
yield. Several currencies had to be 
floated because pegging them has 
become in modern conditions 8 
Cenute-like task, which requires 
closest cooperation of the respective 
governments. Even keeping the cur- 
rencies of the E.E.C. nations within 
ἃ circumscribed “snake” has 
patently failed hitherto. 

However, at this juncture two 
points should be borne in mind 
First, that floating 2 currency does 
not dispense with the need to take 
care of its eventual exchange rate, 
Tt may rather force people to take 
More care about it, by putting pald 
to the illusion that the exchange 
rate is guaranteed by the central 
bank. 


Once a currency floats no ques- 
tion need be asked about the sin of 
devaluation or the virtue of revalu- 
ation, but that does not alter the 
economic impact of its fluctuations. 
Thus 8. rise in local production costs 
must still adversely affect our ex- 
port prospects. And if our exporters 
react by offering their goods at a 
lower exchange rate, we shall have 
to pay more — in pounds — for 
our imports, 1.6. our consumers will 
be unwillingly paying export subsi- 
dies. We may, of course, avoid that 
by resorting to alternative policies, 
but the need to maintain economic 
discipline and to make both ends 
meet will remain the same. 


Floating rates 


Second, floating exchange rates 
discourage, speculative capital flows 
between countries, but they also 
impede ordinary capital fows. Float- 
ing may be unavoidable at the cur- 
rent stage of world economic devel- 
opment, but it makes international 
transfer of capital riskier or cast- 
lier than when fixed exchange rates 
are maintuined (as long as main- 
tained they can be). 

It is therefore small wonder that 
along with floating rates the search 
continues for some truly interna- 
tional currency that would make 
inter-country capital flows (loans, 
investments, etc.) free of exchange- 
rate fluctuations, and of the need to 
resort to hedging. In some cases 
insurance against change of parity 
is resorted to. The use is spreading 
of various “units of account,” which 
combine several currencies (to re- 
duce the risk element) or of other 
linking devices. And not the worst 
of themis the old, conventional, oft- 
ridiculed yellow metal, that has 
been carrying out this function 
since ‘time immemorial.

Sir, — Sometime at the end of 
July 1972 at approximately 9:30 
‘one evening, my husband and I de- 
call our family in the 
U.S. to be able to share some good 
news with them. Since we did not 
have a telephone in our 
at the time, we went to the central 
post office, only to be told that tae 
Post office is closed, and when we 
asked to buy a token to be able 
to call collect from one of the pub- 
the clerk aleo in- 
formed us that it is impossible to 
call overseas, even collect, from a 
Public phone. We were astonished 
and didn’t quite believe him, since 
we had already done so a number 
of times. The times that we could 
post office were, af 
times when no one was 
home in the States, due to the time 
difference. Eventually, we settled 
for sending a telegram. 


We promptly wrote to the Min- 
istry of Communications to put our 
dissatisfaction on record. On No- 
vember 12, we finally received a 
reply from the Ministry — an ab- 
surd letter which was sorry to in- 
form us that, for technical reasons, 
jt was impossible to place a collect 
call from a public telephone (which 
we already ἈΠΟ only too well), 
and which totally ignored the con- 
text of our letter, which had asked 
for an explanation of why such 
service was suddenly impossible,

to arrive at the post office at 1:59
